Group activities 





The proceedings of Informatics 5 are already a financial 
success due to the enthusiasm of Kathleen Gray and Maxine 
MacCafferty, who edited the papers within a matter of weeks. 
It will surprise some that a series of conferences and their ' 
associated proceedings devoted primarily to the semantic 
fundamentals of information retrieval could ever be profitable. 
Nevertheless, this financial viability reinforces what many 
Group members have always argued, namely that progress in 


‘information retrieval can only be achieved through a deeper 


understanding of its semantic and syntactic basis. 

Between conferences the Group has organized regular 
afternoon meetings including teach-ins on thesaurus con- 
struction, workshops on indexing, analyses of individual 
systems (especially mechanized systems) and examination of 
specific problems encountered in everyday practice, The 
Group was closely associated with the drafting of BS 5723 
Guidelines for the establishment and development of mono- 
lingual thesauri which formed the topic of the November 
afternoon meeting. It was considered that the document was 
excessively long and could be improved by moving all the 
examples to a separate section (perhaps to the model thesaurus 
originally proposed by the Aslib Co-ordinate Indexing Group). 
Many of the Guidelines were considered to be excessively 
rigid and insufficient allowance had been made for fully auto- 
mated systems. BS 5723 was criticized for reflecting past 
practice rather than attempting to look towards future needs, 
There was insufficient time available to discuss thesaurus 
structure or the problems of compound words — both of 
which it is hoped will form the basis for future meetings. 

The Group also has an interest in the Journal of Informatics 
which complements the Informatics conferences by seeking 
to establish a dialogue on the foundations of information 
science. 

Organizing these activities requires a moderate amount of 
effort and afternoon meetings are usually preceded by a com- 
mittee meeting. The committee consists of the Group 
Secretary, Treasurer, Chairman and several members. The 
Treasurer has intimated that, though wishing to remain on the 
Committee, she wished to retire at the end of this year, and 
the Secretary would be grateful for assistance. The Group is 
urgently in need of new members to provide new ideas and if 
the Group does not provide these volunteers it wil! inevitably 
cease to function is spite of all the activity mentioned. 

The Group AGM will be held on 26 February and will be 
preceded by a Group party and meeting on 14 January. It is 
vital that members should give very careful consideration as 
to how they wish the Group to advance at this AGM.

The opportunity and challenge of planning three large | 
district libraries to meet the needs of the new town areas of 
Pezerborough has encouraged the library to seek new forms of 
service in co-operation with other agencies, particularly in the 
fieid of community information. 


The willingness of other agencies to experiment with using 
lib-aries as a base for their services was fostered through the 
formation of the Peterborough Information Group, a regular 
forum for information and advice agencies which is chaired and 
serviced by the library. 


The first district library to be built, at Bretton, offered a 
prime site linking a covered shopping area with a large com- 
munity complex, The Cresset. The service began with four 
agencies operating from a shared desk with library staff. A 
user survey carried out after six months of operation revealed 
thet the generalist agencies were more successful in numerical 
terms and that there was a large element of information seek- 
ing on a ‘self-help’ basis. This concept has been strengthened. 
Tha service has continued to develop with some agencies 
dropping out and other services being increased or added. 


The experience at Bretton is being built on for the other 
two district libraries, which are also joint school/public libraries. 
There is here the added opportunity to develop community 
information as a part of the school curricula and for the total 
facilities of the library plus the school Audio-Visual and 
Re»rographic Unit to become a community resource centre.

INFORMATION ON INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 


Speaker: Carol Smart, Reference Librarian, City of 
Coventry Libraries, Arts and Museums 
Department 





The development of the literature of industrial relations 
(which is taken to mean the legal or regulatory framework 
for the interaction of employee, employer and government) 
has accelerated sharply in recent years, under the pressure 
of the growth of trade union influence and government 
reaction to it. Public libraries have not been very quick to 
develop their resources to meet the potential need, and 
various attempts are being made by other institutions to 
fill the gap. Coventry City Libraries are in the unique posi- 
tion of having set up, in collaboration with local trade union- 


. ists. a collection expressly to meet this need, namely the 


Tom Mann Centre for Trade Union and Labour Studies. 
The Centre collects information, in all available media, con- 
cerning the current preoccupations of the trade union move- 
ment, its historical development, and the life and times of 
Torn Mann (the Coventry born trade union pioneer after 
whom the centre is named). The literature of the subject 
presents some considerable problems of bibliographical 
control, much significant material being ephemeral and never 
recorded in conventional bibliographical sources. Practical 
v/ays of dealing with these difficulties are noted.

Sheffield City Libraries 
Local Company Infarmation 


Sheffield City Libraries’ Business Library is building up a 
collection of reports and accounts of companies in Sheffield 
and the surrounding area. The individual files are on micro- 
fiche and consist of the company’s articles of association, 
mortgage documents and the last few years’ annual reports and 
accounts. When complete the collection wil! cover almost 
2,000 local companies, providing an invaluable data bank for 
the local businessman and general public. 

Many of the files will be of interest to local historians as 
they contain copies of early documents relating to long- 
established Sheffield businesses such as Sheffield Lyceum 
Theatre Ltd. Other companies have undergone changes of 
name caused by mergers and takeovers, thus obscuring their 
local origins. Whitbread East Pennines Ltd, for example, began 
life as Tennant Brothers Ltd and their original articles of 
association can be found on microfiche in the collection. 


Trade Catalogues of Sheffield Companies 


A comprehensive collection of trade catalogues issued by 
local companies is being built up by Sheffield City Libraries' 
Business Library. The aim is to build up a permanent collection 
reflecting the range of products manufactured by Sheffield 
industry.

British Counci! cuts 


At the same time as the Library Association has issued a 
detailed statement of concern about possible economies in 
British Council expenditure requested by the Government, 
comes news that the latest British Council Library to be 
opened in India was overwhelmed by 2,500 new borrowers in 
its first few days. 

The new library, in Hyderabad, is the ninth British library in 
India in addition to the four British Council regional libraries 
at Delhi, Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. With the opening of 
the Hyderabad library, all four southern state capitals in 
India are now provided with a full range of library information 
and services by the Madras regional office of the British 
Council Division. 

The Library Association cited, in defence of Council 
expenditure, the need to improve the climate of overseas 
opinion in order to develop the markets for British exports, 
the need to offset the hidden losses to Britain incurred by 
reductions in the number of overseas students in Britain, and 
the need to couple defence policies with recognition of the 
political influence wielded by the Council's library and 
information services and programmes.

Data capture service

Why are patents apparently under-used as sources of 
information? This is one of the main questions to be posed in 
a two-year research project being undertaken by Dr Monica 
Jalloq of the Collece of Librarianship Wales. Funded by the 
British Library, the investigation will seek to estimate the 
present use made of patent information by lecturers and 
research workers in British universities and colleges and also 
the use made of the patent system for the legal protection of 
their inventions. Academic institutions are being studied since 
it is there that most scientists and technologists receive their 
formal training.

Derwent [nformation Files for Japan 


Derwent Publications Ltd, a member of the Thomson 
Organization, which offers a computer-based information 
retrieval service on patent abstracts, has announced the signing 
of a new contract which enables Japanese companies to use 
the system. 

Derwent initiallv offered the information retrieval service 
in the UK. Subsequently, it expanded into Europe, and in 
1976 an agreement was concluded with System Development 
Corporation of California to make the information files avail- 
able throughout the USA. With these two major centres 
established, virtually any company in the world could gain 
access to the Derwent patent extracts using computer net- 
works and satellite links. 

However, for political reasons the Japanese were unable 
to link into either the European or American computer centres, 
and a local service had to be provided. The recently signed 
contract, a tripartite agreement between Derwent, SDC- 
California and a newly formed company SDC-Japan, will 
allow Japanese companies to retrieve information from a 
computer situated in Tokyo. The service, provided by SDC- 
Japan, became fullv operational on 3 December 1979. The 
system will be marketed in Japan by the Nippon Gijutsu 
Boeki Company, and the access fee for subscribers has been 
set at approximately £60 per hour, with no signing on fee or 
minimum usage recuirement. 

The computer files, available for eight hours per day 
initially, comprise some 2% million records covering world 
patents and journal abstracts relating to pharmaceuticals, 
medical literature, agrochemicals and new chemical reactions; 
this information base is being extended by more than half a 
million new records each year. 

In addition to the Japanese agreement, Derwent has also 
announced that a new five-year contract has been signed with 
SDC of California to allow it to continue with the American 
operation. In both cases, however, Derwent retains control of 
the information base itself, together with all the marketing 
and pricing rights.

Information Required for On-line Data bank Study 


Scicon Consultancy International Ltd is undertaking a 
study of on-line data banks for the Commission of the Euro- 
pean Communities. The objective is to assess the feasibility 
of extending the EURONET Common Command Language 
for use with fact retrieval systems. 

The Common Command Language is a harmonized com- 
mand set that has been developed for the Commission and is 
now being used by several retrieval services providing access 
to bibliographic data bases via EURONET. The features 
provided in the Common Command Language at present 
reflect the fact that, until recently, most publicly available 
retrieval systems were bibliographic retrieval systems. Extend- 
ing this command set would be beneficial to both users and 
service suppliers. User education would be less complicated 
and searches involving more than one data bank or-system 
would be much easier. As it is generally agreed that the end | 
user is quite likely to want to carry out the search for factual 
information it is an obvious advantage to have a standardized 
command language.

Running the Information Service — Today and Tomorrow 


As the larger information departments gradually cut back 
their staffing levels and the small ones invest in on-line ser- 
vices, the gulf between large sophisticated units and ‘one-man 
band' operations is disappearing, and operational problems 
are being discussed in terms to which either group can relate. 
The 1980 Annual Conference of the Institute of Information 
Scientists aims to debate the common ground on which 
they both stand and will focus on the key decision areas 
facing all information practitioners in the immediate future.

At a recent meeting, Council expressed a wish that the 
names of the Aslib—CBl Panel on Information for Industry 
should be made known to members through As/ib Information 
and that a brief report should be made of its work. The 
Director-General had reported to Council under the following 
headings: 


Method of Working 


The Aslib—CBl Panel functions essentially as a user group 
in information for industry, tackling particular issues in the 
light of experience and mobilizing where practicable the joint 
influence of Aslib and the CBI. The Panel has always aimed to 
transform discussion into action and is in process of dividing 
the various matters relating to the provision of information in 
industry among small working groups, each composed of 
members with a special interest in the subject. All topics are 
discussed by the Panel as a whole and those working on them 
are then in a position to represent the views of the Panel to 
outside bodies. - 


Achievements 


A meeting attended by John Gray of the British Library 
and Clifford Nicholas of the Department of Industry provided 
impetus for the setting up of the On-Line Information Centre 
in Belgrave Square. 

A meeting of the Panel with the Advisory Committee on 
Research and Development of the British Library established a 
channel for the transmission of the needs of industry for 
research to those bodies likely to undertake or sponsor it. 

A meeting attended by the Director of the Science Refe- 
rence Library resulted in the strengthening of the CBI repre- 
sentations concerning the British Library consultative 
document on Access to Patents. 

A personal approach to HMSO on behalf of the Panel is 
seeking remedies for specific difficulties encountered in supply. 
Representations to Companies House are being co-ordinated 
with those of other representative groups. An invitation is to 
be extended to the Department of Industry to discuss with the 
Panel the supply of information to smaller firms. 


Composition of the Panel 


The Panel is composed of information managers from 
companies in industry and commerce who are members of 
both Aslib and CBI. The Chairman is Mr J. C. Duckworth, a 
member of the CBI Research and Technology Committee who 
is also a CBI Representative on the Advisory Council of the 
British Library. The Panel was convened by invitation in 1977. 

Founder members still serving on the Panel are G. R. Cliffe 
(Unilever), H. H. Goom (GKN), Mrs M. Griffin (Smiths 
Industries), Mr M. Haines (Consultant), Miss A. Haygarth 
Jackson (ICI), Mr A. D. Jones (British Steel), Dr. D. Lewis 
(ICI), Mr. C. W. Mathew (John Laing), Mrs D. Palmer 
(Smith Kline & French). 

Since the formation of the Panel Miss G. A. Dare has been 
co-opted to represent the British Institute of Management and 
Mrs T. J. Palmer as a nominee of the Aslib Economic and 
Business Information Group. Miss Dare is now Chairman of 
AEBIG and Mrs Palmer is now a member of Aslib Council. 

Dr John Spreadborough, a consultant, was proposed as a 
member by CBI because of his experience with small firms. 


Relationships with Parent Bodies 


Basil Saunders and L. J. Anthony of Aslib and Dr R. J. S. 
Green of CBI jointly provide the secretariat of the Panel. 

The use of the name of CBI jointly with that of Aslib adds 
considerable weight to representations to government depart- 
ments and official bodies.

House of Commons Sessional Papers 


The publisher Chadwyck-Healey Ltd, has contracted with 
twenty-two libraries in the UK to publish an entirely new edi- 
tion of the Sessional Papers of the House of Commons for the 
nineteenth century (1801—1900). This is one of the largest 
publishing ventures ever undertaken in the UK, totalling over 
four million pages and containing 80,000 separate publications 
bound in 6,000 volumes. The new definitive edition will be 
published on 46,500 archivally-permanent microfiche and will 
take 3 years to produce. The first printing for the backers of - 
the scheme totals 1.2 million microfiche, the largest single 
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order for archivally-permanent microfiche ever placed outside 
the USA, and is roughly equivalent to the entire annual output 
of archivally-permanent microfiche in the UK and Europe. 

Twenty-two national, university, polytechnic and county 
libraries have come together to back the publication of this 
new edition. It is a new kind of co-operative venture between 
UK libraries and a publisher, in that the participating libraries 
have been actively involved in the planning of the project from 
the very beginning and have a financial share in future sales 
both in the UK and overseas, sales which are expected to run 
into several millions of pounds over the next few years. The 
libraries include the British Library, the National Library of 
Wales, the House of Commons Library and Cambridge Uni- 
versity Library.

New International Serials Standard 


Research and preparatory work to establish a new interna- 
tional serials standard: guidelines for the compilation of union 
catalogues and union lists of serials, has been undertaken by 
Jean Whiffin, Head of the Serials Division at the University of 
Victoria Library, British Columbia, Canada, under the sponsor- 
ship of IFLA (International Federation of Library Associations 
and Institutions). The IFLA contract is being funded by 
UNESCO as part of its programmes for UBC (Universal Biblio- 
graphic Control) and UAP (Universal Availability of Publica- 

' tions). 

A number of organizations and institutions — among them 
the Canadian Union Catalogue Task Group, the CONSER 
Project, the American National Standards Institute, and the 
British Standards Institution — have been attempting to 
standardize specifications for serials holdings statements, and 
to define minimum reporting standards for worthwhile utiliza- 
tion of these statements at local, regional, national and inter- 
national levels. It is hoped the UNESCO/IFLA Project can 
suggest guidelines before new problems are created by the 
further proliferation and incompatibility of national holdings 
standards. E 

Comments and suggestions from any librarian interested in 
this Project will be welcomed. In particular, Jean would like 
to learn from users of union catalogues and union lists of 
serials their expectations and needs for this kind of tool, their 
views on the strengths and weaknesses of the ones they now

Panel on Chemical Nomenclature 


Hitherto the United Kingdom has lacked a national body 
with the specific task of considering problems of chemical 
nomenclature. The increasing interest in this area, especially in 
connection with the work of the nomenclature commissions of 
the International Union of Pure and Applied Chemistry (IUPAC), 
has made apparent the need for such a body. On the initiative 
of the British National Committee for Chemistry (which is 
responsible for the relations between the Royal Society, the 
national adhering organization, and IUPAC) a panel has now . 
been set up jointly by the Royal Society and the Chemical 
Society. It will report both to the British National Committee 
and to the Executive Committee of the Chemical Society. 115 
terms of reference are as follows: 
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to consider (or be responsible for expert views to be 

obtained in respect of) proposals, including all those from 

ШРАС, for chemical nomenclature and associated termino- 

logy and conventions including their implications in general 

and in the United Kingdom in particular; 

to consider the application of the International Union of 

Pure and Applied Chemistry (IUPAC) recommendations in 

the United Kingdom, including problems arising from dif- 

ferent interpretations of such recommendations. 

The panel is chaired by Professor D. H. Whiffen, FRS, 
Department of Physical Chemistry, The University, 

Newcastle upon Tyne NE1 7RU, U.K. Member of IUPAC's 
Interdivisional Committee on Nomenclature and Symbols; 
its joint secretaries are Dr R. W. J. Keay, CBE, Executive 
Secretary, The Royal Society, 6 Carlton House Terrace, 
London SW1Y 5AG, and Dr A. D. McNaught, The Chemical 
Society, Burlington House, London W1V OBN. 

It is intended that the panel will operate in the following 
ways: 

Tentative or Provisional Nomenclature Recommendations 

from IUPAC or Other Bodies. 

Where appropriate the panel will invite workers based in the 

UK to examine and comment on such recommendations 

Definitive Recommendations from IUPAC or Other Bodies. 

Where appropriate the panel will bring these to the atten- 

tion of bodies concerned with British industry, research, 

education, or legislation, and encourage action if desirable. 

Vacancies on International Nomenclature Bodies. 

The panel will consider British representation and make 

recommendations if appropriate. 

Queries raised by British Individuals or Bodies. 

The panel will provide help and advice if appropriate and, as 

required, pass matters forward for international considera- 

tion.

Resource sharing in the library and information world 
is the concern of most organisations regardless of 
subject. The more complex the social, economic and 
technological structure of a nation becomes, the 
greater is the need for a systematic approach to the 
provision of documents and information. Increasingly, 
in both highly developed industrial communities and 
advancing Third World countries, governments are 
becoming involved in the provision of bibliographic 
and library facilities. 


Unlike the systems developed in Eastern Europe, 
the scene in Britain is a multiplicity of networks, 
some getting their stimulus from individual institu- 
tional endeavour, others relying on Government 
support or the involvement of Government depart- 
mental and research services.

23—26 March 1980, Palais p Congrès, Brussels 


For the 230 or so delegates — drawn from 21 countries not 
only in Europe but as far afield as Australia, Mexico and the 
Philippines — EURIM 4 will be memorable for many things — 
the outstanding accommodation in Brussels' Palais des Congrés, 
the reception in the beautiful Hotel de Ville, but above all 
perhaps for the programme, which had a more exciting content 
and promises to have a greater impact than any of its prede- 
cessors. 

The theme examined in depth — and with the benefit of 
live demonstrations between the sessions — was /nnovation in 
primary publication: impact on producers and users, and the 
level of discussion suggested that this was a gathering of really 
involved people discussing their problems in an intelligent and 
creative way. The quality of this interplay was mainly due to 
the galaxy of outstanding speakers — and the contribution 
from the United States was particularly sparkling, concluding 
with Derek de Solla Price’s brilliant paper, aptly named 
Terminal librarians and the ultimate invention — and to the 
structure of the programme, where keynote papers were 
followed by commentaries, which stimulated discussion and 
underlined the opposing forces of conservativism and innova- 
tion which so often seem to attend the application of new 
technology. 

The whole tendency of the programme was to emphasise the 


great benefits that the new technology can bring to information — 


retrieval as well as the problems and frustrations that it 
encounters from such official bodies as the PTTs. At the same 
time, the technological developments must themselves be 
tailored to the needs of the user — both professional and uiti- 
mately the man in the street — to ensure their acceptance and 
to avoid a deterioration in the quality of life.

^Microprocessors: issues and implications" 


This was the topic under discussion at an afternoon meeting 
organized by AEBIG recently. Our speakers were: Mr David 
Muston; Director, Industrial Design Division, AID and Mr Stan 
Davison, Assistant General Secretary, ASTMS. 

David Muston gave an interesting slide presentation which 
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opened by showing products already making use of the micro- 
processor — some familiar but some surprising. In most of 
them the microprocessor had been used for product enhance- 
ment which is only the first and most obvious step towards an 
all electronic product. ‘To learn from these examples’, David 
Muston said, ‘we must be able to recognise not only products 
which contain microprocessors, but also to deduce which 
factors made the adoption of a microprocessor desirable in 
each case’, e.g. hi-fi, cash registers, calculators. ‘There are still 
many more products capable of enhancement before we look 
at an entirely new generation of microprocessor based pro- 
ducts'. Mr Muston closed his talk with a look at a particularly 
inventive and imaginative sector of industry — toys manu- 
facturing, where microprocessors are beginning to be used to 
great effect. 

Mr Davison followed with a review of industrial history, 
tracing the gradual reduction of the agricultural workforce and 
the rise in the numbers involved in manufacturing industry. 
The workforce is now becoming increasingly white-collar, 4996 
currently, and the TUC estimates this will have risen to 6496 
by 1984. 

Mr Davison then presented some dramatic figures which 
showed how the manufacturing workforce has been affected 
by the introduction of new technology e.g. in the sewing 
machine industry. Singer replaced 350 standard parts with 
silicon chip and then closed its Clydebank factory. National 
Cash Registers who once had 8,000 employees in four facto- 
ries now employ 1,000 in two. Mr Davison said that the office 
workforce, particularly females, will have to face up to the 
impact of word processors. Gratton Warehouses can now deal 
with 12,000 letters per employee per day. 

He stressed that the Trade Unions are by no means opposed 
to the adoption of the new technology (‘If we wait to adopt it 
our overseas competitors will’). The TUC/CBI are to issue joint 
guidelines under the TUC's initiative. The quid pro quo is that 
the Unions want technological change to be introduced by 
agreement with full and early consultation.

Proposers 
include small and medium-sized enterprises as well as large 
industry, universities and non-profit making organizations.

Judith Collins and Ruth Finer, now operating independently 
as consultants in information management, have just been 
awarded a research contract by IFLA. The project, which is 
funded by the Deutsche Forschungsgemeinschaft, is a compa- 
rative study of national acquisition policies and systems, and is 
part of IFLA's UAP (Universal Availability of Publications) 
Programme. 

Work has already started and will be phased over a period 
of twelve months. The project will be based in the UK, and 
will be undertaken from 6 Primrose Gardens, London МАЗ 4TN. 


SLA/ASIS cooperative programs 


The SLA Board of Directors has approved a joint SLA/ASIS 
program that allows members of either association to register 
at the other association's annual conferences at member rates. 
This cooperation is seen as a boon to the members of SLA and 
ASIS during the next several years when the meetings of the 
two associations will be held in geographically diverse cities. 

In an effort to eliminate duplication of effort and to reduce 
costs to both SLA and ASIS, the SLA Board also approved the 
development of a plan for the reciprocal exchange of continu- 
ing education programs. It is expected that the first exchange 
will occur in October 1980 through the offering of SLA 
continuing education courses at the 1980 ASIS Annual Confe- 
rence. The action of the SLA Board provides that courses 
given through such exchanges will be available to members of 
both associations at the established member enrollment fee. 

The ASIS Board of Directors has taken similar actions to 
confirm the establishment of these cooperative programs.

The Central Information Service of the University of 
London are in the process of developing a series of interactive 
simulation programs, using the Commodore PET micro- 
computer, which will teach various aspects of online searching 
of bibliographic data bases. The first two programs in this 
series are now available. f 
1. DIALOG with PET 
This is a four part, interactive, self-teaching program which 
introduces DIALOG, the command language used by 
Lockheed Information Systems. It is designed for people with 
no experience of using DIALOG but will be equally useful to 
people wishing to revise their knowledge of the language. 

2. Search Strategy 

This is a self-teaching program in 3 parts that teaches search 
strategy design for online bibliographic information retrieval 
systems using Boolean logic. It is intended for people with no 
experience of online searching and is designed to illustrate the 
basic concepts of search strategy design independent of the 
different command languages used by different systems. 


Each program is supplied with a booklet which gives full 
instructions for operating the program tapes on the PET as 
well as accompanying the program itself and providing addi- 
tional information where necessary.. 

The programs are, at present, available on cassettes only, 
and for use with the Commodore PET microcomputer. How- 
ever, it may be possible to arrange for the programs to be 
supplied on floppy disks or suitable for use on another micro- 
computer, e.g. APPLE.

Machine aids for translators: a conference and exhibition

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RESEARCH AND CONSULTANCY NEWS 


The future shape and size of the library/information profes- 
sion is a subject offering much scope for speculation and re- 
search. In the early part of last year, Margaret Slater carried 
out a preliminary study of manpower planning and forecasting 
practices in occupations other than librarianship and informa- 
tion science. This generated ideas for other more specific pro- 
jects, one of which (due for completion by the time this item 
appears) is a study aimed at establishing tentative staff-to-user 
ratios for industrial and commercial library/information 
services. An obvious hazard in such a project is the definition 
of what constitutes a user, and in this case both actual and 
potential users wil! be taken into consideration. It is hoped that 
the results of this survey will provide useful guidelines for use 
by individual managers, as well as input to national forecasting 
and planning effort. 

Another project from the same stable is Tony Wight's 
study of the impact of new technology and its implications 
for library and information manpower planning. The purpose 
of this project is to identify technological developments that 
could influence our profession's future shape, nature, goals 
and opportunities. In particular, it will examine systematically 
a number of scenarios, including those in which libraries, and 
library/information workers, might be displaced by automated 
services or devices. 

Bob Winfield is busy compiling a directory of micro- 
computer software suitable for library and information service 
applications. Later in the year, he will be working on a British 
Library study, the objectives of which are to design, install 
and test a microcomputer-based ІН package as a means of 
teaching secondary school pupils the basic principles of 
computer-based information retrieval. 

Our last coverage in these pages (October 1979) included a 
brief report on our two projects relating to viewdata — one on 
Prestel as a public library reference tool, the other on Prestel 
as a medium for providing access to community information. 
Both of these are now nearing completion, and Catherine 
Sullivan and David Oliver are drafting the final reports, to- 
gether with a guidance manual on conversion of information 
into Prestel files. British Library approval has been obtained for 
further research on Prestel through til! April 1981. 

Peter Taylor has recently completed and reported on an 
analysis of the characteristics of printed subject bibliographies 
in the UK over the past five years. 

Peter Lynam has been carrying out a study of the dissemina- 
tion of research results to library and information science 
practitioners, 

John Martyn completed an evaluation of services provided 
by Leicestershire Libraries and Information Services, primarily 
to local government officials and council members. His main 
current commitment is an evaluation of the INFOTERRA 
system for environmental information. He is also doing other 
evaluation work for the CEC, and directing a specially commis- 
sioned reader survey for the Commonwealth Agricultural 
Bureaux. For this latter project, the actual research and data 
analysis has been conducted by Blaise Cronin and Glenda 
Rousseau. 

To complete this varied range of research activities, Peter 
Vickers has been investigating common problems of documen- 
tary information transfer, storage and retrieval in industrial 
organizations. This project calls for detailed examination of 
the various kinds of information system needed to support 
each function in a sample of industrial firms. 
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European Chapter of ASIS 


On 9 April 1980 an inforrrial meeting was held at IEE to 
discuss the formation of a UK or European Chapter of the 
American Society for Information Science. The meeting was 
arranged by Dr. Toni Carbo Bearman, a Councillor of ASIS, 
now working in England. 

21 people attended the meeting and another 23 had ex- 
pressed an interest in formation of the Chapter although 
unable to attend. There are 138 ASIS members in Europe, 28 
of whom are members of the already existing North European 
Chapter. In view of this, threeialternatives were discussed: 

1) asingle European Chapter, including the North European 
Chapter; 2) a European Chapter, excluding the North Euro- 
pean; 3) a UK Chapter. 

It was concluded that a single European Chapter would 
probably be most effective. Dr. Kjell Samuelson, Chairman of 
the North European Chapter, welcomes the suggestion and will 
report later on the result of discussions within the Chapter. 

A Chapter Formation Steering Committee was formed at 
the meeting to progress the subject: Committee Members are 
George Bunce (Chairman), Toni Carbo Bearman (Secretary), 
and Christopher Larson (Newsletter and Membership). 

If appropriate, another meeting will be arranged, probably 
to coincide with the joint Astib/IIS/LA Conference іп” 
September 1980.

Institute of Information Scientists 1980 Annual Conference 
College of Librarianship Wales, Aberystwyth, 16—18 April 1980 


Some 130 delegates attended the 1980 annual conference 
of the Institute of Information Scientists at CLW in April. 
Entitled 'Running the information service today and tomorrow", 
the conference aimed to deal with the practicalities of informa- 
tion work and a/most succeeded in avoiding introspection 
about 'our role in the microchib society’ and ‘what shall we 
call ourselves’. 

Sandwiched between two ‘prestige’ conferences at the 
Imperial Hotel Torquay and in the same year as the joint 
Aslib/1IS/LA Conference at Sheffield, this fairly low-key 
conference attracted rather more practitioners and teachers 
and rather fewer salesmen and brokers than of late — and in 
no way suffered because of this. 

The keynote paper was presented by Tony Kent of the 
Chemical Society and gave a supplier’ s-eye view of the user's 
needs. The general problem appeared to be the discrepancy 
between the generalized requirements of the archival function 
of a large data base and the complex and highly subjective 
needs of the user for problem-solving information. The only 
tentative solution proposed was yet another level of 
intermediary. . 

Session 2, 'Resources and objectives' opened with Shirley 
Lowndes’ paper on ‘Setting the information service in the 
context of management needs’. illustrated with excellent and 
amusing slides, this paper gave a'telling example of how we 
must adapt to the prevailing situation and provide the service 
required rather than insist on 'doing our own thing' regardless. 

Judith Collins then discussed , Staffing: the requirements 
for the job', reviewing the folklore and politics of information 
units on the basis of case histories in her experience as a 
consultant. Case histories were also used to illustrate her 2nd 
theme of the staff recruitment process, The paper concluded 
with a look at career development. 

Alan Blick opened Session 3, "Service and the user' with a 
list of priorities for different sized industrial units. This list 
provoked much further discussion, most people agreeing that 
customer liaison came top of thé list (although what use is 
liaison if there is no back-up service?), but querying the plac- 
ing of special and reports collections above current awareness 
and retrospective searching. Andy Exon of CRUS then gave 
authoritative guidelines for carrying out a user study. 
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Session 4, ‘Service and new technology’, was the first to 
approach the topic of mechanization. Sheila Pantry described 
how computers expanded and enhanced the library service a= 
the Health & Safety Executive, Sheffield, and Philip Williams 
indicated the wide range of technology available to informa- 
tion units now and in the future. 

The ‘future’ theme was continued in Session 5. Don Lewis 
gave only a brief outline of his 34-page paper ‘Today’s chal- 
lenge — tomorrow’s choice’. His ‘Doomsday scenario Mk 2’ 
was unique in being mentioned several times in general discus- 
sion before its actual presentation. 

A user's viewpoint was presented by Dr. A. J. Kennedy, 
who described what he as a research scientist wants from an 
information service. . 

A practical demonstration of the shape-memory effect gave 
an example of a type of new product and the information 
problems connected with it. . 

Friday morning was devoted to Monte Hyams’ presidential 
address entitled 'Does British industry make the most of 
information?' Well supported by statistics, this surveyed the 
varying levels of information consciousness of the European 
countries and the different industries and once again stressed 
the need for information scientists to adapt to changing 
situations. 

Peter Vickers then summarized the papers and Cyril 
Cleverdon chaired a general discussion session unremarkable 
but for his own scathing attack on the panicmongers of the 
doomsday group. 

The remote and attractively landscaped CLW campus, 
further enhanced by the impressive displays of pot-plants, pro- 
vided an idyllic setting and its compactness made the more than 
adequate breaks opportunities for real discussion. Don Mason 
was a genial host.

In that respect 
it might be argued that your interests are already covered. | 
have to bear in mind, moreover, the need to keep the meetings 
in manageable proportions and to recognize that if | were to 
accede to your requests | would have to also reconsider earlier 
proposals that other groups should be represented. 

In the circumstances, therefore, | would prefer not to 
enlarge the Group at the present time but would be prepared 
to reconsider this if, either by àct of policy or by natural deve- 
lopment, libraries came to play a more identifiable role within 
the public search service.

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Joint Consultative Committee 


The Joint Consultative Committee representing Aslib, the 
Institute of Information Scientists, the Library Association, 
SCONUL and the Society of Archives, held its first meeting in 
June 1980 after the lapse of nearly six years, following general 
agreement among the associations represented that, in the 
light of present and future developments, there is an increasing 
number of issues on which continuing consultation can be of 
considerable practical value. 

The new terms of reference of the Committee have been 
agreed as follows: 


1 To keep a ‘watching brief’ on UK government policy in 
the library and information field and its peripherals, 
assess its implications and make recommendations for 
joint action (or reaction) where feasible and desirable. 

2 То сату out a similar function in relation to the EEC. 

3 To monitor and assess technological developments in the 
information field and to recommend steps to enable the 
associations to take advantage of them. 

4. To explore areas in which co-operative activities may be 
possible in order to increase effectiveness or reduce 
expenditure by shared action. 

5 Todiscuss and recommend action on matters of potential 
concern jn areas such as professional training, ethical 
and other standards, and research and development. 

6 To consider international developments of specific 
relevance to the associations and their members and to 
recommend joint action as appropriate. 

7 То consider other areas in which consultation may be 
thought to be necessary. 


Professor W. L. Saunders, currently President of the Library 
Association, was elected as Chairman of the Committee. The 
joint secretaries are Mr L. J. Anthony, Acting Director of 
Aslib, and Mr R. Bowden, Deputy Secretary-General of the 
Library Association. 

One result of the first meeting was the setting up of a JCC 
Working Party on Copyright of which the secretary is Mr А. J. 
Loveday of SCONUL. The Aslib representative on this Work- 
ing Party is Dr R. Wall, Deputy Librarian, Loughborough 
University of Technology. 


Membership subscription rates 1981 


For some years it has been Council's policy to limit increases 
in membership subscription rates to percentages significantly 
below those which might have been justified on the basis of 
changes in the Retail Price Index in order to encourage new 
members and help existing members, the resulting shortfall in 
income being made good from above average increases in 
income from services, particularly publications. 

Although it is becoming increasingly difficult to ensure 
continuing increases in services income of the amounts required, 
Council consider it prudent in the light of current economic 
conditions to maintain this policy as far as possible, and have 
agreed to limit the general increase in subscription rates for 
corporate members in 1981 to between 127596 and 15%. Full 
details of the new rates will be sent to members as subscriptions 
become due. 

The subscription rate for UK Associate Members was last 
fixed in January 1979 at £15 per annum and these subscrip- 
tions will be increased to £20 per annum for 1 January 1981, 
with corresponding increases for Overseas Associate Members. 


Information Management and Organizational Change: a 
conference 6—8 April 1981, London Tara Hotel 


The programme for this conference is now available and 
was distributed to the membership in October. 

Intended for a wide range of information managers and 
practitioners, /nformation management and organizational 
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change deliberately aims to be a response to the hardness of 
the times, seeing the various external factors — economic 
recession and technological change in particular — that are 
forcing changes on many organizations as an opportunity to 
develop information management into a more dynamic force 
in the operation of an organization. Speakers contributing to 
this include Alexis Lamy from Essochem (Europe), describing 
a unique survey mounted by his company checking and 
measuring the level of services offered and of the needs of 
their users; the well-known consultant and journalist, Malcolm 
Peltu, will give a general overview of the technology and how 
it affects information handling; Dr D. G. Rowlands (Unilever 
Research) will explore the implications for management in 
adopting the new technology, while communications aspects, 
particularly within the organization, will be discussed by Dr 
Emma Bird of Urwick Nexos Limited. In the session on people 
and professional aspects, Dr Claus Suhr of BASF Aktiengesell- 
schaft in Ludwigshafen and Dr Patricia Layzell Ward, Director 
of CLAIM, will talk about the training, qualifications and 
development of information managers; staffing levels and 

user populations will be examined by Margaret Slater of 

Aslib while the findings of recent research on the impact of 
technology on manpower requirements in information work 
will be presented by Tony Wight, also of Aslib. 

It is hoped that Lord Kearton, Aslib's President, will open 
the programme with a keynote address, and discussion work- 
shops on the second evening will hopefully lead to some 
emerging ideas and directives for action in the restatement 
and synthesis in the final session.

JOINT CONFERENCE 


Joint Conference — a mode for the future? 


The Aslib/IIS/LA Joint Conference, so long worked for and 
publicised, took place in Sheffield from 15—19 September. 

It drew an attendance of just over 850, including no less than 
80 speakers and chairmen, delegates, one-day visitors, exhibi- 
tors' representatives and guests. The exhibition, that at no 
point lacked a waiting list, finally packed in 84 exhibitors and 
drew a very fair amount of interest considering the many rival 
claims with which it had to compete. . 

The overlap between the membership of the three organi- 
sations is so great that it is difficult to assess how attendance 
was distributed between them, but though Aslib was strongly 
represented, there was always a sense that the audience was 
drawn from a wider catchment area than in ordinary years. 
Certainly they came from all over the United Kingdom and 
Ireland, both north and south; and particularly notable and 
welcome was the large contingent from overseas, from countries 
as farflung as Australia, Malaysia, Mexico, Fiji, the West 
Indies, Jamaica, India, South Africa, Kenya, Nigeria and 
Sierra Leone, Jordan, Turkey, Israel, the United States and 
Canada, Austria, Belgium, Germany, Hungary, Italy, 
Luxembourg, the Netherlands and Sweden. 

With 25 sessions, many running in parallel, no one person 
could judge the content of the programme. From Professor 
Saunders' opening address, which was also the Presidential 
Address to the Library Association, it looked at the nationwide 
provision and use of information from almost every angle and 
with many diversions by the Groups into community infor- 
mation services; the opportunities and problems of the new 
technology; libraries and research; modern information pro- 
cesses in education; the availability and use of business infor- 
mation outside London; the politics of library and information 
services. The Under Secretary of State (Neil Macfarlane) was 
statesmanlike and non-committal about the Government's role 
in the national provision of information, but his words will 
certainly be taken as an invitation to continue to press our 
views. The characteristics of the three organisations came out

strongly in various parts of the programme: the Library 
Association, stately and traditional with the Presidential 
Address, Fellowship Ceremony and Annual Service; the 
Institute witty, young and irreverent in [nfotainment, while 
the final session, chaired by Aslib's President and with a 
magically spontaneous dissertation by Sir Monty Finniston on 
informatión for a dynamic economy and Doug Foskett at his 
most inspiring on professionalism and the future, brought the 
conference to a close on what might well be called a three- 
part harmonic chord. 

Miraculously, harmony and momentum seemed to charac- 
terize this conference, from the Welcome receptions on the 
first night to the last bus heading for the station on the Friday. 
There were imperfections, inevitably. Queues formed — for' 
coffee, for meals, for buses, for entry to the Civic Reception 
(a wonderful event in a marquee lined with pleated yellow 
and hung with chandeliers), but they were good-humoured 
and (generally) quickly disappeared. The amplification system 
was patchy and the pearls of oratory in the Cutlers' Hall 
(otherwise such a magnificent building) were lost. The con- 
ference brought together a number of people who might not 
otherwise meet each other, gave them an opportunity to choose 
from an immensely diverse programme and to think about and 
discuss problems and attitudes other than their own. Stella 
Keenan at Loughborough University is undertaking a survey 
of delegates' reactions, which will be published and studied 
with close attention. On its findings no doubt will depend 
whether such a cooperative event will ever be staged again. 
The proceedings of the Joint Conference will be published by 
the Library Association in January 1981 and can be ordered 
from them (7 Ridgmount Street, London WC1E 7AE). 


TECHNICAL TRANSLATION GROUP/TRANSLATORS’ 
GUIDE OF INSTITUE OF LINGUISTS 


Machine aids for translators: a conference and exhibition 
20 November 1980, Kensington Close Hotel, London W8 


This conference and exhibition is attracting a good deal of 
interest, not least from abroad, and the participation of the 
Translators' Guild of the Institute of Linguists will broaden 
the field of support. At the time of going to press, there are 
places, and however eleventh the hour it is always worth 
ringing to see if space remains. 

The exhibition will have some particularly interesting 
features. The EEC ECHO Service will be demonstrating the 
multilingual data bank EURODICAUTOM now available 
through Euronet-DIANE, and the Siemens equipment used 
in the Translations Department of the Council of the European 
Community will also be on display. A revolutionary new 
computerised language system for English, French, Spanish, 
German and Arabic that has just been launched will make one 
of its first appearances in this country and there will be a 
chance to examine word processor systems particularly adapted 
to use in translation.

But apart 
from these differences, which are to be expected, the course 
was considered to be well run and very useful; summed up 
perhaps by one student's comment: 'On the whole, the course 
was very good | would certainly recommend it to anyone in a 
similar position to myself."

USERKIT 


A new device to assist online searchers was demonstrated at 
a meeting at Aslib on 11 September. Dr P. W. Williams 
showed how his USERKIT could remove several of the present 
problems of using online services. 

Perhaps the most psychologically appealing feature of the 
demonstration was the opportunity to reach any ІР55 host or 
Euronet host in 8 seconds by pressing 6 keys only. A more 
significant feature of the USERKIT is the facility for formu- 
lating a search before connection to the computer. The search 
statements can be typed into the kit and reviewed and corrected 
before starting online. When the online session starts these 
statements can be sent at full 30 cps. speed by depressing one 
key only. The saving in costs at the higher input speed is 
substantial. For searches which do not use online printing, 
experiments have shown a 5096 saving in connect time. 

The USERKIT is a microprocessor box which plugs in 
between a terminal and a modem so it can be simply added 
to existing equipment. The programs to operate the box are 
permanently written into the box and cannot be accessed or 
damaged by the user. Unless special action is taken the user is 
always in normal direct contact with the online system but a 
few simple commands allow the stored search statements to 
be sent at high speed to the host. 

The IPSS and Euronet host addresses are permanently 
stored in the box and can be selected and sent by one character 
commands. The user has 600 characters of storage for his 
search statements, There is a command to allow a series of 
statements to be stored by continuous typing, and the USER- 
KIT automatically numbers the lines as they are created. There 
are editing commands for inserting lines, deleting and printing 
lines and characters can be corrected as they are entered. 
These commands can be used for a specified line or a sequence 
of lines. A very simple set of instructions has been used so 
that they can be learnt quickly and remembered by occasional 
users. 

In response to questions Dr Williams outlined the future 
plans for extending the capabilities of the USERKIT. The Mark 
1 version of the kit with the facilities outlined is already 
available. There are a number of enhancements being con- 
sidered which have varying degrees of difficulty. It is rela- 
tively easy to provide permanent search profiles specified by 
the user, which he can use as required to combine with a 
search that he is creating before his online session. It is techni- 
cally possible to add storage which is maintained when the 
machine is switched off but the components for this are more 
expensive than the previous facility. The possibility of adding 
cassette tape storage is being investigated but will not be 
included until an error-free system has been developed. The 
storage of output for review offline can be achieved by adding 
a floppy disk unit but this is a longer term development. The 
USERKIT is designed to allow easy addition of extra facilities. 
The device has 6 standard slots for circuit cards and 4 of these 
are available for developments. 

In parallel with these practical developments there is a 
research programme looking at the research possibilities for 
linking small scale computers to the online services. One 
project supported by the British Library is concerned with 
developing a user dialogue which will develop a search profile 
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for users who are not familiar with online searching. Another 
project in conjunction with an industrial sponsor is looking 
at the ways of assisting a professional searcher in both searching 
and organisational aspects. 

The demonstration showed that the problems of cost and 
complexity of online searching can already be substantially 
reduced and in the future the use of micro-assistance will 
make searching both easier and more effective.

Online book ordering system 


Essex County Library, Parker & Son and B. H. Blackwell 
Limited have announced the inception of BOOKLINE, a new 
service providing a computer link for book ordering between 
their respective computer systems. 

Inter-connection of B. Н, Blackwell's and the Essex County 
Library computer systems provides the first example of a fully- 
integrated service covering library acquisition processes. Staff at 
Essex County Library can search the BHB Bookfile of 650,000 
records to find details of books published, including their 
availability, an up-to-date price and whether they are stock 
items at Blackwell's. This file represents one of the most 
up-to-date and complete files on British books in the 
world, and is held in BHB's ICL 2956 computer for online 
interrogation. Once selected, a record can be transferred to 
the Essex County Library computer system on a Honeywell 
6060, using an Incoterm terminal as an intermediary display, 
storage and switching device. After processing of data within 
the Essex county Library's acquisition system, the details 
of selected items to be ordered from Parker's are transferred 
to the BHB computer via the Incoterm terminal with the 
appropriate order information.

Electronic network communication experiment 


The British Library has awarded grants to Birmingham 
University and Loughborough University in order to make 
possible a programme of research into communication through 
electronic networks. Birmingham University will receive a 
grant of £122,000 to supply hardware and software facilities 
in support of individual research projects. Loughborough 
University will receive a grant of £134,000 to undertake the 
first project, which is to prepare an electronic journal and to 
assess its costs, effectiveness, and impact. 

Electronic communication networks enable people to 
exchange information, views and ideas by means other than 
paper and the spoken word. Material to be exchanged is entered 
into a computer store by a variety of means, and is accessed 
on-line through local terminals. These networks are new and 
in the United Kingdom little explored from the users' view- 
point. Research is needed to establish their potential and to 
assess the problems and costs of using them for different 
purposes, now and in the future. As acceptability of a system 
to users largely determines the extent of its use, particular 
attention will be given to psychological and ergonomic aspects 
of these problems. 

The grants will run for three years from 1 November 1980 
and in a preliminary period, the facilities are being set up and 
tested and the participants trained. The results of any research 
funded by the British Library will be published in accordance 
with normal research practice and particular attention will be 
given to disseminating the information among publishers and 
other interested parties.

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Chemical Abstracts Service 


Chemical Abstracts Service has recorded the 5 millionth 
chemical substance in the files of its Chemical Registry System. 
The total includes all unique chemical substances indexed in 
Chemical Abstracts since January 1965, when the Registry 
began operating as an adjunct to indexing operations at CAS. 

The five millionth substance to be registered was grandiru- 
brine, a new tropoloisoquinoline alkaloid isolated from Abuta 
grandifolia by Mary D. Menachery and Michael P. Cava of the 
University of Pennsylvania. It was reported in Volume 14, 
Number 7, of Heterocycles. 11 was among 335,000 new 
substances added to the Registry file in the past year. 


Library of Congress seeks ethnic publications 


The Library of Congress needs assistance in collecting sample 
copies of publications issued by and for the many ethnic 
groups in the United States. 

Asa national library, the Library of Congress has a responsi- 
bility for maintaining collections that reflect the history and 
culture of the American people and the many ethnic groups 
that compose it, Although the Library has both ethnic news- 
papers and publications in its collections, there is a need to 
expand the coverage. It will not be possible to collect all the 
publications issued throughout the country, but it is important 
to have a wide selection of newspapers, periodicals, books and 
pamphlets, as well as sound recordings and films that reflect 
the interests, concerns, and activities of America's ethnic groups. 

As a first step toward framing its future acquisitions policy, 
the Library needs information about available ethnic publica- 
tions of every type, ranging from pamphlets to substantial 
multi-volume collections, from newsletters and local periodi- 
cals to journals with national distribution. Not all of the public- 
ations reported or sent to the Library will be acquired or 
retained permanently. Nevertheless, public response will 
enable the Library to determine the full range of ethnic 
publications available today and to enable us to make the 
national collections truly representative of all elements of 
the nation's culture.

It is controlled by 
parameters which allow any application to be defined. PRE- 
VIEW is able to accept data processing files from any make or 
model of computer and can support most public and private 
viewdata systems.

ISORID 


The International Information System on Research in 
Documentation (ISORID) established by UNESCO in co- 
operation with FID, is concerned with collecting, organizing, 
analyzing, storing and diffusing information on research and 
development in the fields of information, documentation, 
libraries and archival records management. In order to achieve 
the objectives of ISORID more effectively the following 
policy has been adopted and approved by the Intergovern- 
mental Council for the General Information Programme of 
UNESCO: 
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— the extension of cooperation with the FID with a view 
to avoiding the duplication of activities between FID 
and UNESCO; 

— the extension of ISORID by adding Member States 
which do not yet participate and by the inclusion in the 
system of information on research in the archives field; 

— the improvement of the system's functioning in order to 
allow specialists maximum use of reported research 
results. 

Consequently, UNESCO and FID have concluded an 
arrangement on cooperation in order to eliminate competition 
and duplication of efforts. This arrangement covers the follow- 
ing points: 

(a) all information on research is to be sent directly to 

FID; 

(b) FID will assign descriptors to this information using 
the UNESCO Thesaurus; 

(c) all relevant information received will be published by 
FID in its periodical bulletin Я & D Projects in Docu- 
mentation and Librarianship. 

Published reports are also requested and should also be sent 

to FID. 

As mentioned above, projects published in А & D Projects 
are for the most part limited to those received by question- 
naire. It is not the intent of Р & D Projects in Documentation 
and Librarianship to reprint information on projects already 
published in established directories. Information on planned, 
on-going, and recently completed projects as well as infor- 
mation on published reports and directories of research in the 
fields is invited for inclusion in A & D Projects.

The growing importance of the Arab World in all spheres 
of activity has led to a rapid increase in the number of infor- 
mation sources published by and about the countries concerned. 
This publication serves a useful purpose by collecting and 
publicizing details of such sources of information from many 
countries, regardless of language. The directory is in 4 parts. 
The first section is a classified arrangement of sources of 
information dealing with the Arab World as a whole. The 
subject sections include, bibliographies, biographies, company 
information sources, directories and literature surveys. The 
second arranged by country, lists sources relevant to that 
particular country, again arranged by subject. The third 
section is a series of indexes, by subject, author and organi- 
zation. The fourth part is an alphabetical arrangement of all 
the addresses of publishers referred to within the Guide. This 
Guide although it contains material published before 1979 will 
be a compact and useful initial source for dealing with many 
requests for information about the Arab World. 


Business organizations and agencies directory. Edited by 
Anthony T. Kruzas and Robert C. Thomas. Detroit: Gale

This publication is a single volume guide to organizations 
and agencies that are major sources of current information on 
American business and industry. It is arranged in 26 sections, 
each section devoted to a specific type of organization or 
agency e.g. conference and convention centres, franchise 
companies, micro publishers, information-on-demand, business 
libraries and information centres, trade organizations, com- 
mercially available databanks. A detailed introduction gives 
information concerning sources for each of the subject sections 
including details of specialized directories with broader cover- 
age. Indexes are provided for individual sections where appro- 
priate. Because of the broad scope of the directory, information 
is presented in a variety of entry formats. Minimum entries 
furnish complete addresses, while other types of entries include 
phone numbers, contacts and descriptions of services. 

The directory is a useful single source for a wide range of 
business oriented information. In spite of its title, its coverage 
is mainly of organizations in the USA.

The ADLIB software package can be implemented on Prime 
computers using the PRIMOS 111 operating system locally 
or on a bureau basis. Applications of the program are infor- 
mation storage and retrieval, catalogue creation, the produc- 
tion of indexes, and book circulation. The user handbook 
includes illustrations of all the screen formats, and examples 
of printed material produced.

The work of the Commission is covered, including tran- 
scriptions of meetings, and evidence used in the formulation of 
their recommendations and consideration of the effects of 
copyright law. Studies sponsored by the Commission are also 
included. This is put into historical perspective by a summary 
of past legislation. Recommendations cover the copyright of 
computer software or programs, databases, works created by 
the use of computers and the use of works in conjunction with 
computers. The Commission has not attempted to be compre- 
hensive in its coverage of technological issues but recognizes 
that legislation should follow technological change. Future 
study on the impact of photoduplication is needed and infor- 
mation on copyright status should be more accessible to the 
public. © 


Law Librarianship. Adrian Blunt. London: Bingley, 1980. 

ISBN 0 85157 299 5 (Outlines on modern 
librarianship). 


This volume is intended as an introduction to law librarian- 
ship, and legal literature, primarily of use by library school 
students, but of interest to anyone connected with law libraries. 
The first chapter provides an introduction to the various types 
of law libraries. Each form of legislation is discussed in detail 
in the second chapter. In the following section law reports 
are outlined. Secondary materials connected with law which 
include authoritative works, textbooks, encyclopaedias, practice 
and precedent books, casebooks and periodicals are discussed. 
A chapter is also devoted to published reference works and 
bibliographies. The legal systems of Scotland, the Republic of 
Ireland, Northern Ireland, the Channel Islands, and the Isle 
of Man are discussed, with reference to the legislation and 
literature produced by them. The European Community and 
its legal system is also outlined, and also included in the 
chapter is an introduction to International Law. The special 
nature of law books require careful organization and admini- 
stration, and the eighth chapter of the volume deals with 
this aspect. The volume concludes with a chapter dealing with 
the qualifications and attributes needed for law librarianship. 
Training of law librarians is discussed, and reference is made to 
professional associations for librarians.

The library in the university: observations оп a service, Norman 
Higham. London: Deutsch, 1980, 205p, £7.50

The author presents a very readable informal survey of 
finance, selection and acquisition, cataloguing, external and 
internal services, staffing, computers and storage and build- 
ings. On the basis of his views and experiences as a university 
librarian of 25 years’ standing, he aims at a discussion of 
underlying principles rather than a manual of practice. 


A—Z of UK marketing data. Euromonitor publications, 1980, „ 
528p. ISBN 0 903706 20 2. 


This reference handbook contains very basic market facts 
and figures for the UK. It is arranged in alphabetical order 
starting with adhesives and ending with zip fasteners. Each 
page is devoted to a different topic and contains brief stati- 
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stical data on some or all of the following: production, imports, 
exports, consumption, ownership/usership, market size, leading 
brands and the structure of retail distribution. Data, where 
given, is for 1975 to 1978 and estimates for 1979 and 1980 
are included apparently based on current trends. The selection 
of topics however is very diverse and perhaps slightly odd. For 
example there are sections on general topics such as age break- 
down, expenditure and population, interfiled with highly 
specific topics such as perm preparations, personal tissues and 
pie-fillings (fruit). There is no index to the selected topics, 
neither are there any cross references. !f you are interested in 
beverages, for example, then the only way of being sure that 
you have traced every relevant section is to check through ail 
the sections from A to Z. There is no section on beverages or 
drinks but there are sections on beer, brandy and cognac, 
cider, cocoa powder and drinking chocolate, coffee, gaseous 
drinks, gin, health drinks, lager, liqueurs, milk (fresh), milk 
(instant), milk drinks, rum, spirits, squashes and cordials, 

tea, vermouth, vodka, whisky and wine, An index giving 
references to all of these would be useful and one wonders 
how many users would consider checking under gaseous 
drinks and squashes and cordials in order to trace infor- 
mation/on soft drinks. 

A major criticism of this publication is that the details 
given are very brief and probably not of much use to specia- 
lists in marketing. Sources of information are not given but are 
mentioned only vaguely in the introductory pages. However it 
should be said that the publication does provide interesting 
browsing material for the layman and could prove useful in 
providing a quick overview of the market for a particular 
product. 


Stockbrokers' research and information services available to 
non-investor clients, compiled by K. P. Hilton and J. G. Watson. 
Oxford: Oxford Centre for Management Studies, 1980. 


This guide has been produced to give wider publicity to 
sources of information which do not always receive the 
attention they deserve. For many years Stockbrokers have 
been providers of well researched information relating to 
markets, companies and economic conditions generally, how- 
ever the recipients of this information have in the main been 
their clients. Now, some Stockbrokers are prepared to make 
their material available to a wider public, believing that, with 
proper safeguards the interests of their regular clients need not 
be prejudiced. 

This guide lists 35 Stockbrokers and for each one gives 
details of its address and contact point, specializations and 
the titles of any regular publications together with their prices 
and frequency. There is a subject index to the specialization of 
individual Stockbrokers, however companies are listed only 
when they are the sole subject of a research report, or when 
listed as an area of specialist knowledge by the firm in question. 
The layout of the main entries is not conducive to scanning, 
which would be recommended for newcomers to the publica- 
tion. 

The guide is remarkably cheap for such useful untapped 
sources of information. A guide covering other City Institu- 
tions and their publications would be a welcome brother to 
Stockbrokers Research and Information Services Available 
to Non-Investor Clients. 


Library research guide to education: illustrated search strategy 
and sources, by James R. Kennedy. Ann Arbor, Pierian Press, 
1979.

This is directed at college majors of graduate students who 
are writing papers. Chapters cover: choosing your topic; 
narrowing your topic; communicating with the card catalog; 
finding the best parts of books; evaluating books; the third 
world: US Government documents; finding facts fast; using 
guides to the literature of education; using other libraries. 
The book is filled with examples, pictures of catalogue cards 
and cartoons. The bias is very North American which must 
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limit its use outside the US; the list of basic reference sources 
is almost wholly made up of American material.

dent automated systems); bibliographic instruction; cooper- 
ation (including community information and networking); 
economic aspects (including budgeting for non-print media 
and budgetary priorities); the librarian's role (including the 
future, faculty status and exchange programmes); resources 
(including subject specialists, women's studies resources and 
collection analysis); services (including online and user educa- 
tion and access). The papers are all interesting and emphasise 
the wide range of issues facing academic librarians.

UDC IN THE UK: A report on the 1979/1980 Survey 


| Speaker: Richard Hindson, Hindson and Partners 





Members of British Standards Institution Technical Com- 
mittee DOS/3 — Universal Decimal Classification had, prior to 
1979, long been aware of the dearth of information concerning 
the use of the English language editions of the Universal 
Decimal Classification in the United Kingdom. With the agree- 
ment and support of all concerned the UDC Survey UK 
1979/80 was begun by Hindson & Partners early in 1979. 

The basic objective was to identify those information services 
and libraries using the Classification. In addition it was hoped 
that something would be learnt of the various uses to which 
the UDC is put. Another minor but potentially useful objective 
was to find out to what extent UDC systems are being run 

by users on computers. The Survey has produced useful and in 
some instances somewhat surprising information which will be 
reported together with relevant background details and infor- 
mation concerning the mechanics of the operation. Some 
possibilities for the future development of the Universal 
Decimal Classification will be indicated.
